The .Society 
of Tammany, or 
Columbian 
Order, 
was formed 
in New York city In 1789, and 
has been a. power In city, state 
and national politics ever since.

set the influence of the Society 
of Cincinnati. 
The latter 
was 
formed by the surviving officer 
of the 
Revolution, 
and 
aa its 
constitution 
provided 
that 
Its 
membership 
should be perpetu- 
ated by the eldest sons of mem- 
bers, It was regarded 
by many 
as too aristocratic 
In its ten, 
dencies. 
The Society of 
Tam- 
many professed to be far more 
democratic 
in its character.

Its chief founder 
was William 
Mooney,
